Treasury Officials Decide Not to Exert 
Power to Force Every One in the Land 
to Report. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—Treasury offi- 
cialshave decided what they consider one 
of the most important questions which has 
arisen in connection with the collection of 
the income tax—whether only persons who. 
have incomes taxable under the law shall 
make returns, or whether-every individual 
in the country or claiming American citi- 
zenship must certify) that, he, ia on ig not 
taxable. | 

Officials believe that they have power 
under the law to require every person in all 
the millions of Americans to make a return 
to the revenue collector of the district, to 
clai mexemption if entitled to it, but to make 
some showing. 

After long consideration, however, it has 
been decided that this power will not be ex- 
erted and that returns will be requ.red only 
from persons tatable. As the department 
develops the machinery for collecting the 
tax it expects to uncover cases of failure to 
report and to prosecute offenders. | 
' Under this decision the erturns from tax- 
able individuals will total probably only a 
few hundred thousand, whereas a regulation 
requiring every person to make such returns

PARDON BY GOVERNOR SUGGESTED 


The case of Joshua Tedford presents tothe 
authorities who administer the affairs of 
Illinois a problem of ‘‘ social vs. legal jus- 
tice,"’ which may make somebody sit up 
nights. 

Joshua Tedford was a policeman. In 1904 
he Was convicted of conspiracy to Wefeat 
justice. Mabel Lewis was a state's witness 
against William Hickey, charged with bur- 


‘glary. She disappeared just when the state 


prepared to present its case against Hickey. 
Patrolman Tedford was found guilty of con- 
spiring to send her away. He was sentenced 
by Judge Brentano to serve from one to five 
years in the penitentiary. The case was 
prosecuted by Harry Olson, present chief 
justice of the Municipal court, then an assist- 
ant state's attorney under Charles S. Deneen. 


Appeal Drags in Court. 
Counsel for Joshua ‘redford appealed the 
verdict. The convicted man was permitted 
to remain at liberty under bonds while the 
case dragged its weary way through the 

Appellate and Supreme courts. 
On Feb, 3, 1906, the Supreme court upheld 
the verdict, The mandate of the court was 
sent to Chicago. Tedford should have been 


penitentiary at once. But— 
A clerk carried the mandate to the office 


a pigeonhole. 
The pigeonhole of fate has held that man- 
date seven long years.

Makes Success in Business. 

The address is that of the Hub, one of the 
largest men’s furnishing stores in the world. 
Joshua Tedford is the superintendent of the 
whole store. He is considered one of the 
most promising “‘ comers ’’ on State street. 

“I noticed him when he was'simply a house 
detective,"’ George Lytton said. ‘‘ He seemed 
to work harder and absorb more than any 
man who had come under my observation. 
I spoke to fatherabout him. The man simply 
improved faster than we could promote him. 
Today we trust him with everything. He is 
absolutely pure gold.’’

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TRY T0 ‘FIX’ MARK 
ON HIGHWAY TEST 


Rejected Cook County Candi- 

date Said to Have Used 
“Influence.” 

ADVANCES ARE SPURNED. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—[Special. ]—Ef- 
forts to influence the civil service examina- 
tion of candidates for the position of high- 
way engineer of Cook county were disclosed 
here today. 

It transpired that emissaries of one of the 
aspirants, all of whom failed to pass the first 
examination, sought to induce the govern- 
ment expert who graded the papers to change 
the markings so that the candidate would 
pass. The government officials refused and 
the same expert now/is grading the papers 
of a second examination. 

The position of highway engineer for Cook 
county is a $4,000 a year jobandis considered 
a rich plum by the Illinois Democrats who 
appear to have been engaged in a factional 
struggle to capture it. The general exam- 
nation for public roads jobs in that state 
was held some time ago and in this were 
entered five aspirants for highway engineer 
of Cook county. 


Get Impartial Judge of Test. 

The examination was held by the Illinois 
state highways commission, butin order that 
an impartial and expert grading of the pa- 
pers could, be had, A, N. Johnson, the state 
highway engineer, requested Logan Walter 
Page, director of public road work for the 
department of agriculture, to detail one of 
his assistants for this service. | 

At the direction of Mr. Page, J. T. Voshell, 
a government highway engineer, went to 
Springfield and marked all of the papers in 
the general examination. The civil service 
and highway commissions were so pleased 
with his efficient handling of this technical 
test that they wired/a fulsome commenda- 
tion of Mr. Voshell to Mr. Page. 

None of the five Cook county candidates 


passed the examination, 70 being the pass- 


ing mark. One of |them Mr. Voshell had 
marked 67, the highest grading accorded 


the quintet. 


Tried to Get Mark Boosted. 

Last week a Chicago man and a New York 
friend of Mr. Page appeared at the office of 
public roads here in behalf of the candidate 
who had been marked 67. They said they had 
reason to believe the candidate they repre- 
sented really had passed the examination, 
but that the result had been juggled by the 
Illinois authorities. 

Mr. Voshell informed the visitors that none 
of the Cook county men had passed, but that 
he had kept no record of the gradings, all of 
which he had turned/over to the Illinois civil 
service commission. His impression was that 
one of the candidates was marked 67. 

Then the visitors asked Voshell if he would 
change that grading so as to give the candi- 
date 70. Voshell flatly refused. He said he 
had no interest in the matter one way orthe 
other and that he had graded the papers 
strictly on their merits. The markings of 
one happened to total 67 and he could see no 
reason for changing It. 


CALLS TEST ON THE SQUARE. 

“The marks on the examination papers 
made by Mr. Voshell were absolutely proper. 
I am convinced that no power on earth, politi- 
cal or otherwise, could have caused him to 
change the markings he made.” 

This was the comment of A. D. Gash, 
chairman of the Illinois state highway com- 
mission, over the telephone from Springfield 
last night. |

HE MAY RESIGN OFFICE, 


Emperor Sends Hurry Up Call for 
Conference in Hope of Stay- 
ing Popular Criticism. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, Dec 4.—The reichstag, by an 
overwhelming majority, adopted a vote of 
lack of confidence in the imperial chancellor 
and the government this afternoon as an ex- 
pression by parliament of its disapproval of 
the government's support of the military 
egainst the civil authorities in Alsace-Lor- 
raine. The vote was 203 to 54. 

For the second time in five years Do- 
naueschingen, where the kaiser is hunting 
foxes, will be the scene of an important 
conference affecting the future of the Ger- 
man empire. Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 

the imperial chancellor, left for Donaueschin- 
gen thisevening. Count von Wedel, the vice- 
roy of Alsace-Lorraine, and Lieut. Gen von 
Deimling, commander of the troops there, 
were ordered by the kaiser to report to him 
at Donaueschingen, and are hurrying there. 

It is a peculiar coincidence that when the 
effects of the London Daily Telegraph inter- 
view with the kaiser were shaking the throne 
in 1008 the kaiser also went to visit his friend, 
Prince von Fuerstenberg, whose estates are 
at Donauveschingen. 

Report Renewal of Trouble. 
_ There has been a recurrence of the trouble 
fn Alsace. It is reported from Metz tonight 
that civilians attacked a party of soldiers 
in that city. 

The effect of the agitation, which started 
because of the behavior of the troops at Za- 
bern, 1s shown also in the report of an ex- 
citable Alsatian recruit at Hoxter throwing 
down his rifie during drill and refusing to 
obey orders. for which he was arrested. 

A. Wyndham, a London newspaper pho- 
tographer, was arrested at Zabern by order 
of Lieut. Schadt, of whom he was trying to 
obtain a photograph in the street. He was 
released by the civil court, which held there 
was no ordinance forbidding photographing. 

The National Gazette said tonight that the 
kaiser’s coat [the officer’s uniform] is being 
made a fetich in Germany like Gessler’s hat, 
referring to the famous William Tell epi- 
sode in the Swiss hero’s fight for the coun- 

try’s independence. 


Chancellor May Quit Office. 

It is believed in parliamentary circles to- 
night that Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg will 
insist on resigning if the kaiser fails to sup- 
port the chancelor’s attitude tn the reichs- 
tag. The same result is looked for if the 
kaiser supports the military authorities in 
Alsace against the civil authorities. 


It is the opinion of many peregns in au-\ 


thoritative circles that yesterday’s and to- 
day’s eventsin the reichstag make the down- 
fall of the imperial chancellor inevitable. 
In any event, it is stated on the authority of 
persons in close touch with the government 
that as the imperial chancellor is responsible 
only to the kaiser Be will remain at his post 
if the emperor requests him to do so. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg has been ex- 
tremely unpopular.for two years. There is 
no doubt that all parties, including even the 
Conservatives who voted for him today, de- 
sire his downfall. 

This is the feeling in high military and 


- government circles, where he is regarded as 
» being too weak in foreign policy and afraid 
* to tell the kaigzer the truth about internal af- 


fairs. 
Chancellor Defends Actions. 
The chancellor, who was not in serious 
mood in the reichstag yesterday, spoke pas- 
sionately and angrily today in defending 


himself. He admitted that the country is 


passing through a grave crisis as a result of 
the clash between the military and civil ele- 


ments. 


He denied the existence of a secret Inner 
Sac ey in Alsace which overruled the de- 
cikions of the recognized authorities—as had 
been reported—and said he would resign in- 
stantly if such a thing were true. i 

“The present moment is a serious one,” 
the chancellor said, “‘ not because of the pos- 
sibility of my resignation, but because of 
the danger that the Zabern incident and the 
debates in the imperial parliament may lead 
to a permanent breach between the army 
and the people. x 

"The imperial chancellor and tnd: 
peror are in thorough accord in the belief 
that a policy must be adopted which wil] 
heal this strife." : 

Might Have Avoided Censure, 

Had an attempt been made to bow to the 
popular outburst and the declaration been 
made that the Kaiser strongly disapproved 
the attitude of the military element at Za. 
bern, it might have averted today’s vote of 
ceusure. The debate was lifeless and it was 
evident that the outburst would have ex: 
hausted itself without delay. 

One of the Pan-German leaders said this 
evening: 

“It is characteristic of Germans in poll: 
tics to make a noise, protest, howl themselves 
out, feel relieved that they have done their 
duty, and then sit back contented. It rarely 
goes any further.”

Independent owners of automobiles for 
hire battled yesterday over the proposed 
lowering of taxicab rates and the installa- 
tion of taximeters, and the subcommittee on 
judiciary, composed of Ald. John Kfellander, 
John H. Helwig, and John Powers, has yet to 
discover which faction represents the ideas 
of the independents. Chairman Kijellander 
is still an advocate of taximeters for all hire 
vehicles, including the Frank Parmelee com- 
pany cabs. | 
As a side issue, Ald. Martin J. Healy of the 
Thirty-fifth ward and Sergeant Delaney of 
the bureau of vehicles engaged: in a spat 
The alderman presented a letter written him 
by Charles J. Boettner of 1832 South Hard- 
ing avenue, an independent taxi owner, who 
charged the police assisted the Walden W. 
Shaw Taxicab company to fight the inde 
pendents. | ! 
“If any independent autos have fares at 
the hotels or cafés,"’ Boettner wrote, “‘ the 
police will not allow them to wait but drive 
them away and when the fare looks for his 
cab he is told it has gone away and then the 
Shaw starter gets him one of their cars.”’ 

Boettner specified one instance last month 
when he said Policeman Dodd at Randolph 
and Clark streets drove him away at the in- 
stance of a Shaw company starter. 


Union Presents Scale. 
Attorney A. S. Langille, representing the 
chauffeurs’ union, which he said embraced 
250 independent owners in a membership of 
800, presented a scale favored by that organ- 
ization. For one or two passengers, 30 cents 
for the first half mile and 10 cents for each 
additional quarter mile, as against 50 and 
20 cents, as at present. For more than two 
passengers, 50 cents for the first half mile 
and 10 cents for each additional quarter mile 
was suggested. 

The union also favored dropping the rate 
by the hour from $4 to $3. They favor the use 
of the meter. The taximeter rate by the 
hour would be about $6, they admitted, but 
they wanted to increase their chance at the 
“short jerks’ of a mile and half a mile. 
The hour rate should apply from start to 
return, they thought. For instance, if a fare 
went to South Chicago, about an hour, and 
dismissed the auto, he should be made to 
pay another hour for the empty return trip. 
This is not permitted under the present code. 


Another Faction Heard. 

The American Auto and Taxi Owners’ Pro- 
tective association, represented by Attorney 
Benjamin J. Samuels, insisted they were the 
only independent organization, and that a 
reduction in rates would put 75 per cent of 
them out of business. They are opposed to 
meters, but charge meter rates. The attor- 
ney presented. a statement of one member 
covering a five years’ investment of $5,000, 
the net earnings from which were $950 a 
year. The fixed expenses for that period 
were: Interest at 5 per cent, $1,250; tires, 
$1,000; insurance, $200; license fees, $125; 
meter rental and inspection, $225; and de- 
preciation, 20 per cent. 

“Pap ’’ Gibbons, former head of the cab 
drivers’ union, but now a gasoline follower, 
objected to meters and abolition of the hour 
rate, but said he could make a profit at 30 
cents for a half mile “‘ jerk ” because of in- 
creased business. Keene H. Addington, 
manager of the University club taxi service, 
was opposed to meters and said he charged 
by zone distances. - i

He made 
a motion that the whole-matter of the pro- 
posed Pennsylvania ordinance be referred 
back to the subcommittee of the council com- 
mittee on terminals, although the drafting 
committee has drafted nothing up to date. 
For two days it has been gossiped that some-

this motion would have that effect—even 
though unintended by Mr. Wallace—was not 
disclosed. In urging his motion Mr. Wallace 
paid:

We have no authority to. bargain 
for the city.” 


Fisher Makes Charge. 

Bion J. Arnoid, expert for the citizens, pro- 
testediand Mr. Fisher finally broke in with: 

“That’s nothing but railroading it bady to 
the committee.”’ ; 

' “That is a speech to the gallery,” inter- 
rupted Ald. Geiger. 

“Tt mean exactly what I said,’’ 
Fisher. 

“You know d——d well it isn't so,” Geiger 
shot back. 

“Cut it out,’’ shouted Attorney Redfield, 
who represents the railroads, ‘‘ I am hereto 
get an ordinance—to make a bargain with 
the city, and I am not interested in that sort 
of thing.”’ 

Several others were yelling and hammer- 
ing On the table. Then things quieted a 
little. Wallace explained, and appeared to 
change his attitude a little. He said a meet- 
ing of the aldermanic subcommittee had been 
called for this morning at 10 o'clock. He 
also said that members of the committee 
other than Chairman Geiger had insisted 
upon calling the meetirtg. 


“Battle Royal’’ Forecast. 

Mr. Fisher got an opportunity again and 
started: 

‘Il can use adjectives and flowers, but I 
do not indulge unless they alone express 
what I have to say. When I said ‘rail- 
road ’—."’ 

“If you mean that we will have a bat- 
tle royal,” interrupted Ald. Geiger. 

“I do not retract or modify what I said,”’ 

Fisher said. ‘‘I meant exactly what I 
sald.” 
; Incidentally Geiger did not start the “ bat- 
tle royal ’’ and later he so far receded from 
“his position as to say that the specially 
‘called subcommittce meeting will not be 
“held. :

‘ Fisher Explains Situation. 
’ So Mr. Fisher continued ag follows: 
* “This committee was appointed to make 
-- @ rough draft of an ordinance or ordinances. 
- We have drafted nothing. We have ofly 
started, and now to crowd that back to the 
aldermen in the manner proposed would be 
railroading. First we started out to read the 
suggésted ordinance for the passenger sta- 
tion. We all agreed that nearly every sec- 
- ton of that should be changed. 

“Next we asked the experts to suggest 
what additional matter could be placed in 
the ordinance. They have done that. We 
have not even read the freight ordinance. 
Mr. Wallace has suggested some changes in 
that. Now when he has submitted his part 
‘of the work he asks the extraordinary pro-- 
cedure of referring the matter at once back 
to the subcommittee. He appears to have 
‘information the rest of us did not have. He

Mr. Redfield announced he did not Intend to 
tell the,drafting committee what the rail- 
roads will do.

He thought he 
would be ready to do that this afternoon. 

What will be done today by the subcom- 
mittee, composed of Ald.

COURT DECISION STRIKES 


Ruling by Municipal. Judge Fisher 
Makes Numerous Garnishments In- 
valid—‘Tribune’’ Wins Case. 


A decision which makes numerous loan 
shark garnishments invalid Was handed 
down yesterday by Municipal Judge Harrv 
Fisher. The case was one brought by Wilson 
Roose, who has offices in the Crilly building 
at 35 South Dearnborn street, against The 
Tribune company. The finding was infavor 


of THE TRIBUNE. 


from Roose by John H. Potter, 64 years old, 
an employé of THE TRIBUNE. Potter is a 
newspaper wagon driver. Potter paid the 
money back at the rate of Sievery week. He 
went to the office of Roose once a week and 
slipped an envelope with $5 in it through the 
letter slot. Roose failed to send any receipts. 

When Potter had paid the $100 with what 
he believed was sufficient interest, he quit 
paying. Roose garnisheec his wages in the 
customary loan shark manner. THE TRIB- 
UNE refused to hold in reserve the money 
which it paid to Potter under his contract 
for the reason that each week the papers he 
received were charged against his wages. 

Roose brought suit against THs TRIBUNE 
for $200, which amount he alleged was due 
him from Potter, although Potter had paid 
more than $100. 

Judge Fisher’s decision follows: 

“I quite agree that after notice of assign- 
ment the creditor of a debtor cannot by any 
new contract or new arrangement create 
equities in his favor, but that does not apply 
to matters that would arise in the natural 
course of dealing between two parties as the 
result of the enforcement of the contract then 
in existence between the parties. If the con- 
tract in existence between the two parties at 
the time was changed so as to enable the as- 
signor to take advantage of those conditions 
then the defendant might be called to account 
by the assignee. But that is not the case 
here. If the construction the plaintiff places 
upon it would be in force then there could be 
only one way of protecting the defendant and 
that is by discharging the assignor.” 

A motion for a new trial was denied.

SUBWAYS FOR SURFACE CARS 
UPHELD BY “PLAN” COMMITTEE. 
Twenty-seven Aldermen and Engineer 


George Weston Hear Scheme Ap- 
proved at Dinner in Hotel La Salle. 


Approval was given to plans of the board 
of supervising engineers for surface car sub- 
ways in west side districts at present block- 
aded by railroads and other obstructions, at 
a dinner given by the subway committee of 
the Chicago plan commission at the Hotel 
La Salle last night at which twenty-seven 
aldermen and Engineer George Weston were 
guests. 

The plans embrace these subwaye to be 
built at the same time as the proposed down- 
town bores for street cars.

Gen. Huerta Sends Minister of 
Finance Abroad in Search 
of Cash. | 


REBELS WIN LAND FIGHT. 


Battle of 24 Hours at Tula Re- 
sults in Federal Defeat with 
a Loss of 220 Men. 


Mexico City, Dec. 4.—Hoping he will be able 
te do what others have failed to do, Provi- 
sional President Huerta is sending to Europe 
his minister of finance, Adolfo de fa Lama, on 
@ money seeking mission. The minister left 
for Vera Cruz tonight and will proceed from 
there to Paris. 

Sefior de la Lama is in close relations with 
José Ives de Limantour, former minister of 
finance, and other members of the old régime 
who are now in Europe, and through them, 
hopes. it is said, to be able to obtain money. 

It developed today that the plan of the for- 
elgn colonies for defense involves an effort to 
have marines of nations other than the 
United States brought here to join the bocal 
organization which is being formed. The 
plan was discussed by the diplomats today, 
but the American chargé, Nelson O'Shaugh- 
nessy, Was not at the meeting. 

It is reported that in case an attack on the 
capital becomes imminent an effort will be 
made to induce Gen. Huerta and his forces to 
Move outside the city. 


Mexicans Hold Own Fate. 

El Noticioso, regarded as the newspaper 
through which President Huerta makes his 
Opinions public, says today: 

“ President Wilson, instead of saying there 
will be no peace in Mexico as long as Gen. 
Huerta is in power, ought to have said there 


~~would be no peace in spite of the patriotic 
. @fforts of the Mexicans as long as the Yan- 


kees, interested in seizing territory here, 
continue fomenting discord and supplying 
arms and ammunition to the northern rebels, 
while President Wilson continues to employ 
lies and calumny to discredit Mexico before 
the world in order to justify his imperial- 
istic policy by making it appear that Mexico 
ig unfit for self-government. 

“Gen. Huerta has the support of the peo- 
ple, a well disciplined army, and ample re- 
sources. 

“When the Mexicans join patriotically 
with the president? and ignore the United 
States peace will ensue despite Wilson.” 


REBELS WIN LONG BATTLE. 

Brownsville, Tex,, Dec. 4.—A twenty-four 
hour battle near Tula, forty miles below Vic- 
toria, Tamaulipas, in the region of important 
Mexican ofl fields, resulted in a federal loss 
of 220, according to a constitutionalist report 
received at Matamoras today from Gen. 
Aguilar, commander in chief in that district. 
The constitutionalist loss was not stated. 


| Late advices from Victoria said the fighting 


had been resumed. 


Villa Plans March South. 

Villa Ahumada, Mex., Dec. 4.—Gen. Fran- 
cisco Villa, now in supreme command of the 
military forces of the revolution, said he 
would gather about him 10,000 to start south 
by way of Torreon and Zacatecas to Mexico 
City. 

The report that Zacatecas, with 30,000 pop- 
ulation and the capital of a rich mining dis- 
trict, already was being attacked indicated 
that the rebels to the south were in great 
numbers. 


CHIHUAHUA REFUGEES AT LINE. 
Marfa, Tex., Dec. 4.—Five days on a desert 
without any more food or water than they 
could carry with them, the refugees from 
Chihuahua City were today within a few 
miles of Ojinaga, opposite Presidio, Tex. 

United States customs and immigration in- 
spectors left Marfa to meet the refugees in 
the expectation that they would cross the 
border and also to meet any contingency that 
might arise in event any of the Mexican fed- 
eral army officers should seek safety in this 
country. 

At the head of the fleeing army officers is 
Gen. Salvador Mercado, Huerta’s military 
commander in northern Mexico, who evacu- 
ated Chihuahua after his troops threatened 
to mutiny because they received no pay. Two 
thousand federal troops with members of 
some of the richest families in Mexico are in 
the caravan. | 


Monterey Refugees at Laredo. 
Laredo, Tex., Dec. 4.—Five hundred and 
thirty-one refugees, most of them wealthy 
Mexicans, arrived here today from Monterey.

As 
attorney for the Chinese claim of $3,500,000 
for the Chinamen killed in Torreon it is gen- 
erally understood he is to receive $500,000, 
The ambassador's son worked in Wilfley’s 
office. It is reliably reported that the state 
department compelled the ambassador to 
break this connection, 


Sought Recognition of Huerta. 
With the advent of Huerta Wilson and 
his cabinet worked for his recognition. It 
is charged by Mexicans in 4 position to 
know that Mr. Wilson promised Huerta 
American recognition. Also that his fail- 


ure to obtain it led to the writing by 
Huerta of the note to the United States

which, if it had not been softened down by 
De la Barra would have led to nothing 
other than a complete rupture of the rela- 
tions between the two governments. 

A few days after Huerta’s assumption 
of power Mr. Wilson ent a circular note 
to .all the American consuls telling them 
to urge Mexicans to accept Huerta, as all 
foreign governments were| going to recog- 
nice him immediately.

Nothing has been more widely quoted and 
commented upow in Mexico than Mr. Wil- 
son’s speeches since he returned to the Unit- 
ed States assailing President Wilson for not 
recognizing the Huerta goyernment. Noth- 
ing has had more effect than these speeches 
in encouraging Huerta andithe Mexican peo- 
ple to believe that the American people asa 
whole are not behind their president and will 
not support him. No other thing has done 
so much to encoumge them/in their open con 
tempt for Mr. Wilson's palicy and his spe- 
cial envoy, Mr. Lind. 

Mr. Wilson’s actions during Madero’s ré- 
gime and at the time of his downfall have 
led to accusations by both Mexicans and fo:-

value ander actual conditions of war. An 
organization ie needed under the control of 
the central government. To wait till war is 
imminent before such a force is provided, 
or even provided for, is yo insure waste and, 
against any efficient or fairly equal foe, even 
disaster in the first stages of war, at least. 
Modern war cannot be carried on without 
complex machinery of organization. We 
had a humiliating lesson in this when we 
had our little war with Spain. Since then 
progressive army men have been trying to 
induce congress to apply the lesson and to 
put the forces of the nation upon the plane 
of modern preparedness. 

The volunteer bill is a carefully drafted 
and weil considered measure, which pro- 
vides the legal authority and the detailed 
plan for the raising and complete organiza-

in the arid regions all the air is dry. In a moist 
climate, where the echooltoom air is dry, the per- 
son spends several hours a day in air around 20 and 
the balance of the day in air around 90, Where the 
outside air has a temperature of 40 or below and @ 
humidity of 00 and the Inside air a temperature of 
70 or above and a humidity of 20 or below the mu- 
cous membranes that pass from the one to the other 
are put under great étrain.

ORD DROGHEDA [whose name should 
be pronounced Draw-éeda] has just 
been elected a representative pecr of 
Ireland in the house of lords at West- 

| minster tn the place of the late Lord 
Dunboyne, and will hold the office for the re- 
mainder of his days, 

He is a Conservative, not yet 30 years of 
age; spent a couple of years in the foreign 
office in London as a clerk: is married to a 
pretty woman, who was Miss Kathieen Pel- 
ham Burn of Prestonfields, near Edin urgh, 
and is a particular crony in England of the 
hereditary Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz. 

The name of Drogheda is familiar not onlv 
to every son of Erin but among racing men 
In all parts of the civilized worid. A former 
Lord Drogheda, that is to say, one of his 
predecessors in the family honors, founded 
the great Irish race meeting at Punchestown. 

He owns about 80,000 acres of land in Kil- 
dare and a beautiful country seat known as 
Moore abbey, which has been in: the pos- 
session of his family ever since the days 
It is a grand old piace 
and has always been renowned for its hos- 
pitality, especially among military men, gen- 
erations of whom have had occasion to con- 
gratulate themselves on tts proximity to the 
great permanent camp of the Curragh.

was the most delightful of hosts at Moore 
abbey, but was wont to handicap his lhos- 


| pitality In a way by declining to allow any-

Now peat does not throw out much warmth, 
nor is its aspect In the grate conducive to 
cheerfulness, and some amusing stories are 
told of how Lord Drogheda’'s guests were 
wont to bring surrcptitious supplies of coal 
in their portmanteaus to burn in their bed- 
tooms, unknown to the owner of the abbey.

The property purchased by Sir Malcolm 
from Lord Galloway comprises the scene of 
Sir Walter Scott's ‘‘ Guy Mannering,” ‘“‘ Red 
Gauntiet,” and “The Bride of Lammer- 
moor.’ Lucy’s last resting place, indeed, is 
situated on the estate. 

Sir Walter Scott took an old story con- 
nected with thisiplace as the ground work 
of' the most beautiful of his novels, the 
original story being to the effect that Janet 
Dalrymple, daughter of the first Lord Stair, 
after having engaged herself without the 
knowlcdge of her parents to Lord Ruther- 
ford, was compelled by them to break her 
troth to him and to marry a suitor whor 
she did not love, David Dunger, the younger, 
of Baldoon. 

She became insane | en her wedding night, 
dying shortly afterwards, while David Dun- 
ger, badly wounded on that same night in a 
duel concerning which he refused to make 
any revelation, survived her for a couple of 
years.

Young Lord Garlies is a nephew of the late 
earl, who was one of the most eccentric mem- 
bers of the British peerage, and a constant 
thorn in the side of the late Lord Salisbury, 
whose sister he had married. She rejoiced in 
the old Christian name (for a woman) of 
Arthur, which she owed to her godfather, the 
first Duke of Wellington. 

‘Her husband's eccentricity extended to his 
appearance, and among other peculiarities 
he made a point of always wearing thick 
knitted white gloves, winter and summer. as 
well as large blue goggles. His high white 
hat and his gloves vere always extremely 
shabby. 

His voice was extraordinarily high pitched, 
and he was noted for the picturesque pro- 
fanity of his language.

When on one occasion he applied to the 
late Lord Beaconsfield, then premier, for 
the mastership of the royal buck hounds, he 
received the following reply from “* Dizzy ’’: 

“I am sorry I cannot recommend you for 
the office, as the queen dislikes having any- 
body connected with the royal household who 
is addicted to the use of strong language. 
but I shall recommend you for the lord high 
commissionership to the general assembly 
of the Church of Scotland.” 

Lord Beaconsfield meant this offer by way 
of a joke, never dreaming that Lord Gallo- 
way would accept it. 

However, the earl received !t tn all serious- 
ness, and accordingly Lord Beaconsfield, 
having pledged himself tn writing to get the 
office for him, had no alternative but to fulfill 
his promise, and in 187 the assembly of the 
Church of Scotiand at Edinburgh was pre- 
sided over by Lord Galloway with due so- 
lemnity and decorum. 

It was the inability of the late Lord Gallo- 
way to understand the humor of this partic. 
ular joke of Lord Beaconsfield that led the 
latter later to express hesitation about nom- 
inating him for the Scotch order of the This- 
Ue, lest be should eat it.

DUTCH OPIUM MONOPOLY. 

Batavia, Java., Oct. 23.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. }]—Since I last wrote to you I have 
been able to obtain the exact facts on this 
subject. The profits of the Dutch govern- 
ment in Java from its opium monopoly are 
at present 18,000,000 gulden a year, $7,500,000. 
The whole of the enormous amount of opium 


consumed in Java. The government pur- 
chases crude opium from British India and 
completes the ‘preparation of the drug at its 
opium manufactory in Batavia. From thence 
the opium is distributed throughout Java for 
sale to the natives retail by the government 
agents. The Dutch have recently shown 
signs of an awakening conscience, and have 
declared their intention of gradually dimin- 
ishing the sale of opium in Java, until it 
teases altogether, but when we consider 
the enormous income still derived yearly 
from this corrupt source it is difficult to be- 
lieve in the sincerity of this deferred refor~ 
mation, in this program of gradual repent- 
ance. 

Some trivial beginnings have, however, 
been made. Ina few small towns no opium 
is now sold, or is sold only to Chinamen, who, 
no doubt, resell it to the natives, but in by 
far the greater part of the island the sale 
goes on as usual. Every time I pass the 
‘*Opium Verkoop Plaats” in Djokjakarta I 
see a number of natives buying opium, and 
they present a most wretched appearance, 
Some are partly paralyzed and all bear the 
fatal stamp of the drug. _ 

The government’s monopoly is complete. 
It has secured for itself every gulden of the 
profits. No opium is allowed to be imported 
and the cultivation of the opium poppy is 
entirely prohibited in Java. It follows, there- 
fore, that the Dutch government has it in its 
power to stamp out the vice at once through- 
out the whole of Java by closing its opium 
manufactory. 

Other European nations besides the Dutch 


have been and are offenders in this respect. 
The government opium monopolies in Asia 
are a sin against God and humanity anda 
disgrace to the white race. The reason why 
I now write only concerning the Dutch mo- 
nopoly is because I happen to be in Java, 
where I am in a position to observe it.

Legal Opinion Says It Has No 
Authority to Change Rep- 
resentation Basis. 


POINTS TO STATE LAWS. 


They Cover Choice of Delegates; 
Ilas Right to Call Special 
National Convention. 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 4.—“The Republican 
national committee has no authority to 
change the basis of representation and vot- 
ing in national conventions. 

“ The national committee has authority to 
change the manner and method of choosing 
delegates to future national conventions so 
as to provide that delegates be chosen in 
such manner as the laws of the several states 
from time to time may provide. Delegates 
shall be chosen according to the laws of the 
State they represent instead of according to 
the discretion of the committee itself. 

“ The national committee has the author- 
ity to call a special national convention of 
the party, the legal form of which call is 
provided by the legal committee.” 

The foregoing conclusions are reached in 
apn opinion made public here today by 
Charles B. Warren of Detroit, chairman of 
the legal committee, appointed by the exec- 
utive committee of the Republican national 
committee. 


Will Discuss Party Reorganization. 


The executive committee in Washington, 
May 24 last, adopted a resolution requesting 
the chairman to call a meeting of the na- 
tional committee, to be held within sixty 
days after the expiration of the special ses- 
sion of congress convened in March, 1913. 
The national committee will consider among 
other things proposed plans for party 
reorganization. The. legal committee wag 
named to make a detailed examination of 
the questions that would arise.

at the Stock Show. 


EM THOMPSON, champion fiddler of the 
North Carolina mountaineers, has got to 
“wake up.” He must wear shoes on week 
days and invest in a whole suit of “store 
clothes.” 

Mrs. Thompson has formulated these and sev- 
eral other rules of progress for her “old man.” 
She has been in Chicago six days, coming direct 
from the mountain regions of North Carolina, 
where the “old American stock" lives in all 
the primitive ignorance and bliss of 100 years 
With her came Mrs. Miley Pritchert from 
the little log cabin settlement ten miles from 
Saluda, N. C., 

The women are guests of the wool depart- 
ment of the International Live Stock exposition. 
Mrs. Thompson is’ one of the last of the hand 
wool spinners in her section and gives daily 
demonstrations of spinning on a loom estimated 
to be a century old.

Money at Home. 


BY SALLY JOY BROWN. 

E are all soldiers in our fight for Hfe 

and happiness, and when we stand 
shoulder to shoulder we are able to 
accomplish infinitely more than we can 

when we fight all alone, aren’t we? — 

That is the reason that heing a home worker 
is such a help in ovr strife. Wherever there 
are a few home workers there you will find 
women who are friends and helpmates to each 
other. The joy of working and accomplishing 
is the most potent power for friendship that I 
know anything about. Haven't you often no- | 


ticed how your friends are governed by your 
work, how your best friends are usually those 
who are interested in the work that you are 


doing. who can understand your moods of suc- 
cess and failure without having to be ex- 
plained to? 

a 

I am more thankful for this friendship 
among the home workers than I am for almost 
any of the blessings that the department has 
brought to women. Here's a letter that came 
to me the other day. You'll want to read it, I 
know: 

“One of the most successful results that I 
have gained from my work at home has been 
the friendships of the women whom I have 
found doing the same sort of work, or who 
have asked me to do their work for them I 
have been a most successful worker as far 
as financial results are concerned. I began 
making doughnuts. I had no idea that there 
were sO many people in the world who wanted 
just doughnuts. But I have been kept busy 
making them. 

“I was a dreadfully lonely little country 
woman when I began to work. °I was that pittf- 
ful person—a country woman alone in the city. 
It seemed to me that I hdd never known what 
loneliness could be before. I had to come to 
the city wht was married three months be- 
fore and I didn’t have any friends at all. 

a ' 

“But that didn’t last long after I began to 
be a home worker. I met other women who 
were doing work at home, and I made some 
of the best friends that I have ever had. My 
husband was overjoyed when he found that I 
Was gaining friends through my work, When 
I began to make doughnuts to sell he was really 
¢ross. ‘Just as if I couldn't support my own 
wife,” he'd say. ‘It isn’t that,’ I told him, ‘but 
if I don't have something to do I'll die of lone- 
' ‘'There’s no danger now of my dying of 
I’ve never been happier. I have 
friends, good, solid friends who really care 
about me for myself. I'm making a little 
money of my own. What more could any one 
want? And it is you that I have to thank for 
all of it. If you hadn't talked so cheerily all

Thank you s0 
much.” 

Perhaps ‘you are lonely, too, and would like 
to find something to do? This is the best time 
in the world to begin.* If you will write to me 
and tell me what you'd like to do Tl! help you 
find a market for your work. And there is a 
little booklet that tells how a hundred women 
have made successes of their home work. Yl 
serd that to you if you will send me your 
mame and address.

Dessert Jellies. 


NE ounce of good, strong gelatine and 

one quart of liquid, part of which latter 

may be the flavoring material, make the 

basis of the best dessert jellies. Look 

at the proportions! How much to eat, 
how much food value, is there in the best. of 
them? Unfortunately in the worst of them 
there is not only a minus food value, there is 
actual harmfulness. This is the price we pay 
for an easy dessert. We may add fruit, which 
would be fully as valuable and really go as 
far without the jelly. 


To this base of water and gelatin have been 
added as complementary ingredients wine, rum, 
and fruit juice. When wine is used three- 
tenths of the quart of liquid must consist of 
this. A little greater proportion of fruit juice 
is required. 

However, our manufacturers have fixed up 
various compounds so that nothing but water 
is called for in the making of these jellies, 
which are not much like the old ones, when the 
cook had to prepare his or her own gelatine 
from a calf’s foot. 

One of the Westfield warnings is, “ Look out 
for jelly desserts marked color or flavor arti- 
ficial.” The warning goes on to the effect that 
these may be that “frequently sold article 
colored with coal tar dyes and denaturalized 
and! disguised with ether flavors.”

Simple whipped cream, for which the inter- 
national menu name is “ Chantilly,” whether by 
itself or in numberless combinations, is one 
of the lightest of these things which yet has 
food value, and, if agreeably flavored, will not 
impose a burdén on digestion. . . 

A fourth of a pound of powdered sugar to a 
pint of whipped cream and the necessary 
fiavoring are all that are required. These may 
be mixed with broken up meringues or mac- 
aroons ground to a powder; put into a mold 
lined .with white paper; sealed thoroughly [a 
line of butter around where the cover closes 
will do it]; tied up, and packed in ice for two

The parfaits do not require previous freezing 


nor do the mousses. Each requires whipped 
cream, about double the amount of egg yolk 
and sirup and fruit juice. These may be made 
expensively. It is rather interesting that for 
all such things the great cooks use the egg 
yolks while American home cooks use the 
whites. For instance, we make a base to which 
is added whipped cream, for either a parfait 
or mousse as follows: 


PARFAIT OR MOUSSE BASE—Cook together 
acup of sugar and a cup of water until it 
threads. Pour this slowly on three beaten 
whites of eggs and whip until cold. 

A pint of whipped cream is folded into this 
and the requisite flavoring is added before it 
is packed.

Innumerable variations may be made of these 
and they are often used as the filling of.a mold 
which is lined with an ice cream or a water 
ice and served at some of the most elegant din» 
ners in the world. 

An ice cream which is somewhat more unctu- 
ous tham those we make and which may be 
varied infinitely by using different flavors and 
mixtures, has a base as follows: 

ICE CREAM BASE—Mix two-thirds of a cup 
of sugar with five yolks of eggs to the ribbon 
stage, and dilute little by Httle with a pint of 
boiling milk. Stir over a moderate fire until 
it coats the spoon, strain,- and stir from time 
to time till cold; then freeze.

It is 
plainithat if one of these trippers should 
start on the far north side, for instance, 
and be through routed to Seventy-first 
street on the south side, it might not get 
back through the loop until after the rush 
hour wa’ over. In that case either the car 
would have some miles to run with prac- 
tically no passengers or the car and its 
crew would be obliged to stay away from 
home. over night. 

It is probable that many or most of the 
tripper cars will not be through routed.

HE street car companies have yet to 

formally accept the unification ordi- 
nance, under which through routing be- 
-eomes possible. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, of favorable action. Under the pro- 
visions of the ordinance they are required 
to put through routing into effect by Feb. 
1, 1914. But they will not wait until that 
date to begin the work. Some time in 
January it is expected that the system will 
be worked out and a good many through 
-route lines put into operation.

The price of fresh eggs in Chicago went 
down 3 cents. The price of cold storage eggs 
| dropped another cent lower than: Wednes- 

day, when it began to fall. -The slump is the 
most severe recorded this year. 

Thousands of cases of eggs are ‘being 
shipped to the United States from foreign 
countries, Speculators who see them com- 
ing are said to be anxious to dispose of all 
the eggs they have on hand as quickly as pos- 
sible. They have made overtures to the Chi- 
cago women, but the boycotters feel they 
have the speculators where they want them. 

“We are gbing to continue our boycott,” 
said Mra. John C. Bley. “ We are not going 
to relieve the speculators of the embarrase- 
ment which the boycott has given them.”

The movement of codperation between city 
and country took another advance step in 
the action of the board of managers of the 
Illinois Federation of Women’s clubs which 
met yesterday at the Chicago Woman's club.

Asks of Daily Charges, 

Q.—Now,.on the 23rd, there was a “ visit, 
advice, direction, examination—$15. Tele- 
phone emergency instruction, $5.’’"—that was 
the same day. There is $20 in one day fora 
person who died the next day, the second 
day thereafter. I want you to tell me ifthat 
is necessary in your profeasion. A.—It looks 
like a heavy charge, although I don’t want to 
do anybody an injustice. 

Q.—That is just the position the court is in. 
I want to treat the physician fairly and I 
want to treat the estate fairly. There have 
been doctors in the country that charge $1.50 
a visit and they get up in the night and 
charge $2. Sometimes people die in the coun- 
try, but I don’t think they die as often as 
they do in Chicago. I cannot understand 
how a physician two blocks away can charge 
$5, and then go and look at a patient and 
give an abdominal massage and charge $15.

on. Yesterday morning they were stretched 
out between the beds, under the beds, in the 
narrow lanes leading toward the exits, on 
the cement floor of the basement, in the 
corridors beside the stairs, so that those who 
came still later were forced literally to step 
over the snoring men—and step carefully te 
keep from touching them. 


Suffer for Early Comers. 

The early comers are given supper. They 
also are given baths, and their clothes are 
put in. separate bags and placed in disin- 
fecting rooms. Each man receives a check 
for his garments, and if some one steals 
his check so much the worse, though it sel- 
dom happens that the thief escapes. 

But the late comers have no such privi- 
lege. They sleep on the floor. 

“It’s the worst condition I've seen, and 
from what I hear I can't see that it’s going 
to better. There'll be. snow pretty soon and 
then some of them will get jobs for a day or 
two at a time, but that’sall. We'rein fore 
bad, bad winter.” 

Another belated wanderer walked in, al- 
most stumbled over a sleeping man, saw the 
others lined up on the floor, and started te 
go out. He shook his head wearily, regis- 
tered with Sturm, wormed out of his coat, 
and slipped to the floor. He was asleep before 
Sturm had finished filing the record card. 

“They're not through coming yet,” said 
Sturm, “and they all have to get up for 
breakfast in three hours. Good night.”

CLARIFY SHERMAN LAW. 


- Will Advocate Legislation to Fa- 
cilitate Administration 
of ‘Great -Act.”’ 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—[Special.]— 
President Wilson is not opposed to big busi- 
ness because it is big. At the same time he 
is unalterably opposed to monopoly and wiB 
not “‘ mother ’’ huge combinations. 

In the special address he will deliver to 
congress immediately following the Christ- 
mas holidays the president will make clear 
that these are his views. At the same time 
he will advocate legislation which will clarify 
and facilitate the administration of the 
“ great act,’’ as he termed the Sherman ati- 
trust law in his annual message. . 

The exact character of the supplemental 
legislation which he will propose remains to 
be determined. He has had several confer- 
ences with Senator Newlands and Congress- 
man Clayton, chairmen of the senate and 
house interstate commerce committees, 
which will deal with the subject, and also has 
discussed it with Attorney General McReyn- 
olds and Corporation Commissioner Davies. 


Improve on “Seven Sisters’ Bills. 

The single tangible decision the president 
has reached from these conferences is not 
to ask congress to enact into a national 
statute the ‘“‘ seven sisters ’’ bills which, at 
the instance of Mr. Wilson, at the time gov- 
ernor of New Jersey, were passed by the 
legislature of that state. This decision was 
due to the discovery by the president that 


to a large extent the provisions of the bills | 


are already incorporated in the Sherman 
law. 3 

With the “ seven sisters ’’ out of the way 
the president has been studying a variety of 
plans with a view to selecting one which 
more nearly will effect the purpose he has 
in mind—the restoration of competition and 
fair play in business. ‘ 

It is certain he will ask that interlocking 
directorates be prohibited. This, however. 
is of minor importance in comparison with 
the greater question to be solved. During the 
campaign the president expressed emphatic 
opposition to the Progressive plan of an in- 
dustrial commission, charged with the su- 
pervision of great combinations, and yet 
he is thinking about the advisability of a 
“ tfade commission,”’ which shall tell inter- 
state corporations what to do, and if they 
fail to fall into line then to have the attorney 
general institute legal proceedings. 


Anxious for Immediate Solution. 

President Wilson is anxious, it is said; to 
get a final solution of this important ques- 
tion. It is known he has obtained a sum- 
mary of the decisions of the United States 
Supreme court on the Sherman law; of the 
corporations law of the various states, and 
of the numerous bills relating to the matter 
which are pending in the present congress 
or were introduced in past congresses. 

In his annual message he explained “ that 
it is a subject so many sided and so deserving 
of careful and diseriminating discussion that 
I shall take theliberty of addressing ‘yov 
upon it in a special message at a later date 
than this.” 

This is interpreted in congress as showing 
that he has reached no final conclusions. 


Congress to Go Slow. 

In view of the confusion which exists in 
the president’s mind, the Democrats of the 
house and senate propose to go slow before 
formulating any bil. 

Zhe house committee on interstate com- 
merce will begin hearings next week, anda 
member of that body said today he did not 
expect a bill would be reported much before 
three or four months. The senate committee, 
which already has held extended hearings, 
will examine additional witnesses. 

The operations of these committees will be 
for the purpose of giving an impression of 
activity, when, as a matter of fact, the bill 
eventually determined upon will be the ex- 
pression of the president’s own views, These 
views will be arrived at during conferences 
with the attorney general, Senator New- 
lands, Congressman Clayton, and Commis- 
sioner Davies. 

Once fixed, the caucus will be resortéd to, 
it is said, as im the case of the tariff and 
currency bills, to force their adoption by the 
two houses. 


Davies to Play Big Part.

If it be found that smaller competitive units 
in, industry can produce: commodities more 
cheaply or as cheaply as monopolistic units, 
and that they have other and equal ativan- 
tages claimed for the monopolistic or trust 
system, then the problem, according to Mr. 
Davies, will be finally settled in favor of the 


competitive system, and the chief argu- | 


ment for monopolies will be destroyed. 
This phase of the proposed investigation 
is of especial interest to the president.
